Peoria, III., Jan. 26.—[Special.]—The inter- 
nal revenue office in the Federal Building 


s robbed of between. $30,000 and $40,000 


worth. of adhesive stamps last night. The 
exact-Aamount will not be known until an 
invemtory has been made, which will be 
done as soon as the Washington authorities 
gend the proper representative. 

Every move of the robbers shows they were 
experts and had carefuly studied the situa- 
tion. Wich seyeral route agents sleeping on 
the fourth’ dor of the government building, 
with two night men in the postoffice de- 
partment on the first floor, with a watchman 
supposed to be making his usual rounds 
About the building, the vault of the internal 
revenue office on the second floor was opened 
and the thieves took all the proprietary and 
documentary stamps, valued at close to 6388, 
000, a stock having been received only a few 
Gays ago from Washington, 

The cigar, beer, and whisky stamps were 
not/disturbed, showing the robbers had a 
full knowledge of the value of the stamps 
they were taking and that they are easily 
negotiable. In addition they took several 
‘bonds and valuable papers which were placed 
there for safekeeping by employés of she 
revenue department. 


Thieves Work Without Fear. 

The robbers effected an entrance over the 
_ transom and the vault was opened by means 
of a drill. Two attempts to open it failed, 
but the third was successful, The masonry 
close to the was torn away and the 
bolt was back, allowing the thieves 
to enter. Evérything was done in a 
most systematic, showing the men had so 
carefully planned matters that they had no 
fear of detection. Absolutely no clew is ob- 
tainable.as to the time they. did their work, 
for it was not discovered until the office was 
opened for business this morning. The 
watchman could. offer no stat- 


ing he

Fiction in Old Testament. 
Professor George 8. Goodspeed, in discus- 
sing the miracles of the Old Testament, said 
that the atmosphere in whicl the authors 
lived was not a scientific one and that the 
writers were unscientific and uncritical. 

** Some of the Old Testament miracles may 
be ascribed to tradition, handed down by. 
word of mouth through generations,” said 
Professor Goodspeed. Some were never in- 
tended to be regarded as history. The Book 
of Jonah was written as fiction, a biblical 
novel designed to teach a great religious les- 
son. Many of the miraculous narratives 
were not merely Setiens, but stories = in 
poetry. 

Professor discussed the 
of the New Testament. He said that no 
man is released from the obligations of a 
Christian life because he cannot accept 
the miraculous element of the Bible, be- 
cause truth does not depend upon W 
circumstance. 

The possibility of miracles was dwelt upon 
by Professor John M. Coulter. He divided 
miracles of the New Testament into two 
classes, those which rest upon historical evi- 
dence, and those which do not, and sald 
that the latter class might be disregarded 
entirely. Of the former class he said that 
history and not science must date wey With 
* 

on Higher Criticism. 

Higher criticism has not taken a single 
verse from the Bible,“ declared President 
William R. Harper of the University of Chi- 
cago in the course of his address in the even- 
ing on the Results of Higher Criticism.’’ 
It, has simply put the material in order and 
made it possible to trace its growth.“ 

er defining his understanding of the 
subject, President Harper said he never had 
realized the breadth of religion until he had 
studied higher criticism. It has removed 
much of the rubbish which has grown about 
the Bible, and the meaning of the book be- 
comes clear and distinct as it never was be- 
fore,“ he continued. It is the finding out 
of the dates and the causes and purposes for 
‘which they wrote.“ 

At the conclusion of his address President 
Harper was asked if he would advise the 
teaching of children in the light of higher 
-eriticiam. “I would not,” he answered. 
„There 1s much in it which would confuse 
them. There is danger of people accepting 
truths too quickly.”

accidentally killed by George R. Ainsworth, 
a junior in the Lawrence scientific school, 
Harvard University, in 4 friendly boxing 
match this afternoon. That the man was 
killed by accident is admitted by several 
who were watching the men box, and no ar- 
rests have been made. 


Men Were Friendly. 


ing played: together from childhood. Crane 
was not in college, but He was a frequent 
| visitor at Ainsworth’s room, -which was in 
Craigie Hall. Crane had considerable ability 
as a boxer and Ainsworth had asked Crane 
to teach him the art. Crane has often come 
to Cambridge for this purpose, not in any 
sense as a professional teacher. 

It was with this purpose that he came to 
Cambridge this afternoon to see Ainsworth. 
Four of Ainsworth's friends were in the 

D Crane and Ainsworth put on the 
gloves. Five minutes later Crane was 
stretched on the floor. dead. The men 
Warmed up for a miigite or two, and then 
Grane gave. Ainsworth one or two taps in 
the face. He was the better boxer, so he 
had a little fun with his friend. Ainsworth 
was evidently outclassed, but he was watch- 
ing for a chance to get ina blow. He struck 
out and landed a quick blow on Crane’s face. 
The blow, although seemingly not hard, was 
fatal, Crane for breath, his arms 
fell to his side, and his body fell backwards 
against the mantel. He dropped to the floor 
unconscicus. In nine minutes a doctor was 
there, but Crane was dead. The men in the 
room rushed to Crane when they saw him 
fall, but so far as can be determined he died 
“within a minute. It. is believed pee 
caused the es to cease working. 


Blow Was Light.

The attendants at two places picked her | 
up bodily and carried her intò the street; at 
another joint Keeper Myers’ wife assaulted 
Mrs. Nation with a broomstick and chased 
her out. At the fourth place she was allowed 
to finish her speech. She said she had come 
to Topeka to enforce the law and told joint- 
keepers that if they did not close the hatchet 
would be ready for them. 

A mob of fully 5,000 people gathered to 
hoot at Mrs. Nation and threatened to do 
her real injury. . 

A policeman who appeared on the scene 
for the purpose of protecting Mrs. Nation 
commanded the mob to stand back and 
started up the street with Mrs. Nation, all 
the time followed by hooting, jeering row- 
dies, who were sympathizing with the joint- 
keepers. 

Mrs. Nation at last found refuge in a 
local newspaper office, where the crowd was 
not allowed to enter. Here she detailed the 
story of her experiences and what she ex- 
pected to do in the future. Mrs. Nation 
then inquired where she could go to swear 
out a warrant against the woman who as 
sauked her. 

Poli Luster, who was present, vol- 
unteered to show her. As Mrs. Nation and 
the policeman stepped out the front door 
the crowd, which Had been waiting in the 
street, surged toward her. The policeman 
instantly dréw his pistol and shouted: 

„ am here to protect this woman and I 
will shoot the first man who makes a move 
toward her. Stand back, you villains.”

Washington, D. C., , 3:30 a. m.—[Bpe- 
clal.]—Fire in Willard’s Hotel, at Fourteenth 
street and Pennsylvania avenue northwest, 
caused a panic early this morning, and guests 
in night robes fled Gown the fire escapes or

For a time it was feared there would be 
serious loss of life, for before the fire depart- 
ment arrived the entire building was filled 
with suffocating smoke. Women and men 
e ‘bed out upon window ledges and it was 
with the greatest difficulty that several were 
dissuaded from leaping from the high win- 
dows to certain death on the pavement 
below.

The flames, which originated in the base- 
ment, were extinguished without serious loss, 
but the clouds of smoke rolled up the eleva- | 
tor shaft and stairways.

When the firemen came on the scene no 
flames were visible, but smoke was pouring 
from every window.

@ow sill, were about to jump when the crowd 
insisted they wait until help arrived. They 
were taken down on the long ladders, 

From all the upper stories the guests were 
rescued through the windows. It is believed 
all escaped in safety, although the smoke is

Would Eliminate All Differences. 
Divergences having arisen therefrom, the 
Pope ardently desires to eliminate them. 
Careful distinction must be drawn between 
socialism and Christian democracy. The 
first concerns itself solely with material 
possessions, always seeking to establish per- 
fect equality and a common holding of goods. 
Christian democracy, on the contrary, re- 
spects the principles of divine law, and. while 
seeking material amelioration, has in view 
the spiritual welfare of the people. 
Christian democracy, moreover, must not 
be confounded with political democracy, for 
re first can and ought to subsist, as does 
the church herself, under the most varied | 
politi! régimes. Christian democracy | 
also ought to respect the lawe of legitimate 


The appellation “ Christian Democracy,” 
therefore, contains nothing which might of- | 
fend any one. These divergencies having 
now been dispelled, Catholicg should con- 
tinue to devote their cares to social questions 
and the amelioration of the lot of the working 
classes. The Pope encourages the zeal and 
action of those Catholics who consecrate. 


which. the Socialists wrongly regard as in- 


serve. to tighten the ties of social charity. 


Community of Effort Needed. 

It matters little whether this action 
Catholics in favor of the working class 
is called the social action of Catholics or 
Christian Democracy. The essential point 
is that Catholics should act together to pre- 
serve the community of effort and sentiment. 
Idle, useless questions ought, therefore, 
never to be brought up in the press or public 
assemblies. Catholics must act so as not to 
engage in disputes. 

The Pontiff concludes with exhorting 
Catholics to inspire themselves with these 
principles and te inculcate them. They must 
“urge the people and workmen to shun every- 
thing invested with a seditious or revolu- 
tionary character; respect the rights. of 
others, be respectful to their masters, and 
observe sobrfety and religio practices. 
‘Thus will social peace again, Oise 
ishing throughout the world. és 


“The two encyclicals referted. 40.“ sald, 
Father Maurice. J. Dérney, pastor of. St. 
Gabriel's Church in this city, Inexplanetion 


1878, and May 15, 1891. Both referred to the 
duties of the Catholics in regard to the work- 
ing classes.

Conditions in Chicago. 

„% As I look around this table I see before 
me men who have contended with many a 
knotty problem, many a difficult task in their 
business lives, to some of them the most 
intricate and important work of the mighty 
commerce of this great city has, been com- 
mitted; well and nobly have they performed 
‘their duty, and have triumphed. What has 
given them the ability to grapple with those 
‘tasks—was it not the nurture, the lessons 
taught in that home life by God-fearing 
parents which have been to them each day of 
their lives a power and a blessing untold? 
But what of the boys from the dark streets 
and dlleys, boys from the homeless homes, 
where no gentle voice is heard, no faith, no 
hope, no love—where only wretchedness, 
ignorance, and vice reign—what of them?

Report of the Committee. 

The report read by Mr. Keith in behalf of 
a committee consisting of William A. Fuller, 
Cyrus H. McCormick, J. Harley Bradley, 
Edward B. Butler, and Mr. Keith himself 
makes several recommendations for the care 
of unfortunate boys who must be cared for 
by the city. Perhaps the most important 
recommendation is that the John Worthy 
School be moved to the country, where the 
boys may learn from nature instead of being 
housed in narrow quarters, without the pros- 
pect of seeing anything alive. The report in 
full was: 

Tour committee was appointed at the 
April meeting of this club, under a resolu- 
tion, ‘to report as soon as possible a care- 
fully prepared plan to secure the best results 


We have devoted much time to the study 
of the methods employed elsewhere in deal- 
ing with boy delinquents. We have visited 
in a body the House of Refuge at Glen Mills, 
Pa., the State Reformatory for Boys at 
Plainfield, Ind., the Illinois Manual Training 
School at Glenwood, and the John Worthy 
School ef Chicago. Individual members of 
the committee have also visited the Pontiac 
Reformatory and other institutions. 

“After a careful consideration of the meth- 
ods and workings of this class of institu- 
tions, we are convinced that the care, train- 
ing, and education of this class of boys isa 
most crying need for our city, and that by 
such means crime may be abated and the 
friendless or misguided boy may be directed 
to a life of good purposes and useful citizen- 


Three Classes of Boys. 

Under the new juvenile court law, now 
being ably adminstered by Judge Tuthill, the 
disposition of the delinquents-is largely in 
the hands of the court. The boys brought to- 
this cout might well be divided into three 
classes, each one requiring distinct and 
special treatment, according to its peculiar 
conditions. 

“First—Those convicted of the most 
serious offenses, who are comparatively few 
in number. For these is already provided 
the State reformatory at Pontiac, a model 
institution of fta kind. 

„ Second—Those boys guilty of wrong- 
doing, not by reason of moral depravity, but 
through ignorance or unfortunate environ- 
ment. It is estimated that about 40 per 
cent of the boys convicted belong to this 
class. For these, the John Worthy Schoo! 
would be well adapted, if it were not located 
in connection with the bridewell and so near 
the congested portions of the city. 

„% Third—Such of those woys as are brought 
before the court for minor offenses, tech- 
nically booked as delinquents, who, at the 
discretion of the court, would be recorded 
as dependents by changlii-g the form of peti- 
tions. Judge Tuthill has deeply regretted 
the lack of adequate facilities for the proper 
reception and care of a large number of these 
boys, who, as dependents, would be eligible 
to the Glenwood School. 


Asks for a Fund.

We believe it fortunate that 
this school is available for enlargement and 
development to do this work, so that it is 
not necessary to found a new institution. 

** Third—That the city be invited to appro- 
priate $100,000—a like amount being contrib- 
uted from the $225,000 above mentioned— 
toward a fund to be used under proper condl- 
tions for the removal of the John Worthy 
School to the country. 

The maintenance of this school would be, 
as at present, largely in the hands of the city, 
but it should be understood and agreed that 
party politics should not enter into its man- 
agement. The buildings of the John Worthy 
School would be useful to the work of the 
bridewell and would not be lost to the city 
by the proposed change. 

„The class of boys committed to Glenwood 
as dependents are, under the State law, to 
be provided for by the county from which 
they are sent, therefore this club would not 
be committed to the running expenses of the 
school. 

In making these recommendations your 
committee has been anxious to avoid any 
multiplication of exf¥ling charities, and to 
accomplish its ends by giving broader scope 
to the schools already founded. 

In conclusion, we desire to say that we 
have been profoundly impressed with the 
wisdom of taking action upon this subject, 
which is well worth the best thought and 
effort and the liberal contributions of the 
members of this club and their friends. This 
opportunity should not be lost. Under these 
favorable conditions the best impulses in the 
neglected boy will be developed. The forge, 
the bench, and the farm will awaken in him 
a.desire for useful occupation and he will be 
given a chance to go forth into the world a 
respected and self-respecting citizen.

CHANGE IN ASSESSMENT LAW. 


Taxpayers’ Association Committee Will 
Fight to Secure Four Amendments 
to New Measure. 


Members of the Taxpayers’ association met 
at Handel Hall last night and determined to 
advocate four amendments to the new spe- 
cial assessment law recently adopted by the 
City Council, which is to be presented to the 
State Legislature for passage. Tomorrow 
President Robert C. Givins will appoint a 
committee of ten to draft these proposed 
changes. They are: e 

‘Assessments for improvements shall not ex- 
ceed 5 per cent per annum of the value of the prop- 
erty thus assessed. 

The city shall pay a portion of the cost of street 
improvements, probably from 25 to 50 per cent, as 
streets benefit the entire public and not only the 
owners of abutting property. 

Provision that an inspector may be appointed by 
the property-owners affected to see that the work 
is properly performed ahd that the interests of the 
property-owners are subserved. 

Property-owners shall be allowed to check any 
proposed improvement by filing a majority petition 
of the frontage owners. If this is done the pro- 
posed improvement shall not be revived within the 
year. 

George H. Mason, attorney for the associa- 
tion, presided. Judge Waterman made a 
vigorous address, in which he declared the 
public should contribute from 25 to 50 per 
cent toward the cost of an improvement, td 
be paid from the general taxes secured by 
the city. Robert C. Givins argued that there 
should be fixed limitations to the assess- 
ments,. presenting many instances where 
property had been forfeited because assess- 
ments were as high as 15 per cent over the 
value of the property. 

On behalf of the city Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Teefy insisted that matters would 
right themselves under the proposed law. 
He insisted that there would be a “ proper 
Board of Local Improvements under the 
next administration.“ Alderman Eidmann 
spoke for the City Council's Committee on 
Special Assessments.

SCHOOL BOY CLAIMSNEW 
RECORD IN SOMNAMBULISM. 


Kenneth Hughes, Missing from Lake 
Forest School and Found at Home, 
Credited with Long Trip in His Sleep. 


Kenneth Hughes, the 15-year-old son of E. 
J. Hughes of Loon Lake, III., has achieved 
fame at the Lake Forest Academy as the 
champion long distance somnambulist. He 
arose from a sick bed, dressed, took a car to 
Waukegan, and then walked sixteen miles 
to his father’s house, where he was found 
asleep in the barn in the morning. When 
awakened he said he could not recall his 
journey, and his family and Professor Con- 
rad Hibbeler, superintendent of the academy, 
believe he made the long trip while asleep. 

Hughes, who is a freshman in the academy, 
had been ill for several days with inflam- 
matory rheumatism and unable to leave his 
bed. He had no roommate, and the last visit 
the nurse made to his bedside was at 8 o'clock 
in the evening. Professor Hibbeler and his 
wife had gone to Chicago and did not return 
till 1:30 o’clock in the morning. When the 
nurse took his breakfast to his room at 8 
o'clock the boy was missing. Professor Hib- 
beler was alarmed and immediately tele- 
graphed the Rev. J. N. Mills of Evanston, 
who is a friend of the Hughes family. The 
boy had not been there. Later he was lo- 
cated at his parents’ farm, and his father 
telegraphed from Antioch, III., asking Pro- 
fessor Hibbeler to offer an explanation of the 
strange occurrence. 

The Lake Forest station agent said that 
young Hughes appeared at the depot at 2 
o'clock in the morning and asked for a 
ticket to Waukegan. There was no train 
before morning and it is supposed that 
Hughes took an electric car to Waukegan, 
a distance of nine miles, and then walked 
the remaining sixteen miles to the farm. 
Mr. Hughes on going to the barn at 8 
o'clock in the morning found his son wrapped 
up in a buggy robe and asleep in a wagon. 
Waking him. he demanded an explanation, 
but the boy was so dazed that he could not 
tell where he was. He could remember no 
trip by car or afoot, but complained of con- 
siderable soreness and stiffness in his legs. 
The night had been bitter cold and Hughes 
was only lightly clad. His shoes bore evi- 
dence to a long walk over rough roads.

AIM TO LIMIT ELECTION FUNDS. 


Two Bills to Be Presented to Legislature 
Regulating Outlays During Po- 
litical Campaigns. 


Two bills seeking to check the use of money 
in political elections are to be presented to 
the present General Assembly. One will ask 
that a candidate for public office shall spend 
not more than 10 per cent of a year’s salary 
for election purposes under penalty of for- 
feiting the office. The second will have for 
its object the limiting of the expenditures of 
party committees by restricting the cam- 
paign assessments and demanding a full 
public accounting of all receipts and ex- 
penditures. 

The latter measure is the direct result of 
the trouble between Drainage Trustee Jones 
and the Harrison-Burke faction of the De- 
mocracy, because the former refused to pay 
a campaign assessment of $3,000 last fall. 
Senator Riley will introduce this measure in 
the Senate, while Representative Hunt will 
present it to the Lower House. 

Such a measure, said Mr. Jones yester- 
day. will tend greatly to purify elections in 
Chicago.“ 

The bill limiting the expenses of candidates 
will be presented by Representative Morton 
G. Smith. Such laws are now in effect in 
Michigan, Missouri, Colorado, California, 
Ohio, Massachusetts, New York, and other 
States. Reform organizations of Chicago 
will support the bills.

BURR’S TRIAL FOR TREASON. 


John Marshall Presided Over the Court 
Which Formed the Most Impressive 
Scene in American History. 


„No court in this country had ever present- 
ed a more impressive spectacle than on the 
day when the third Vice President of the 
United States was arraigned as a traitor,” 
writes William Perrine in the Ladies’ Home 
Journal. “On the bench sat the mast re- 
nowned of all the long list of jurists of the 
Supreme Court, John Marshall, and the court- 
room and the streets about the famous capi- 
tol (Richmond), which still exists among the 
most venerated of the historic buildings of 
Virginia, were crowded with withesses, law- 
vers, and. public men from all parts of the 
country. Burr was not proved to be gullty 
under the indictment and the evidence sub- 
mitted. His beautiful, brilliant daughter, 
Theodosia, radtant with joy, appeared in the 
streets of the town for a long walk with her 
father, amid the admiration of his partisans. 
She had won the hearts of even his enemies 
with her beauty and still more with her filial 
devotion. The further proceedings which had 
been meditated by the federal government 
were dropped, for Burr’s most uncharitable 
foes must have been satisfied with the new 
outbursts of popular feeling which his ac- 
quittal raised against him. He could not ap- 
pear in public without taking the risk of per- 
sonal insult or of being mobbed.”

DISLIKE TWO - COUNTY PLAN. 


Country Town People Look Upon the 
Civic Federation’s Proposition 
with Disfavor. | 


The Country Towns Federation yesterday 
discussed the Civic Federation’s constitu- 
tional amendment providing for a division 
of Cook County into two counties, one to be 
known as the County of Chicago, its imits 
being coextensive with those of the present 
city, and the County of Cook, the latter to 
comprise all that portion of Cook County 
outside the city limits, Several members of 
the country towns organization opposed the 
amendment on the ground that the county 
outside the city would suffer from the sec- 
tion giving the city all the county buildings 
on condition that the new County of Chicago 
assumed all the indebtedness of the existing 
county. 

It was this section which seemed to arouse 
ah the opposition, although some of the 
members urged that the towns of Evanston, 
Cicero, and Proviso, if they combined, would 
have enough votes to force the new county 
to become a part of the city if they desired it. 

“At the most the debt of the county is 
less than $2,000,000," said Senator John 
Humphrey. The property in the city is 
worth at least 5100, 000,000. The people out- 
side the city limits paid their share in that 
property, yet they are asked to give it up 
in the interests of Chicago. It is. unjust. 
The outlying territory is entitled to at least 
one-tenth of the property, and if the measure 
is passed the city should pay that amount.” 

The valuation of county property by Ben- 
ator Humphrey differed materially from that 
of. State Representative George G. Struck- 
man, who urged that it amounted to so little 
that it could be ignored. 

A committee composed of one member from 
each town will meet on Feb. 9 for detalled 
discussion of the question and will submit a 
report to the Civic Federation on Feb. 23,

OPENS NEW ERA FOR EMPIRE. 


George Moore, Author, Suggests That 
King Edward Devote Himself to 
‘Encouraging the Arts.

LONDON, Jan. 26.—George Moore, the au- 
‘thor of “ Bvelyn Innes,” has written his 
view of what King Edward VII., as a con- 
stitutlonal monarch, can most beneficerftly 
do for England. He says: 

“When the King of Bavaria summoned 
Wagner to Munich one of Wagner’s first acts 
was to write a pamphlet entitled The Duty 
of a King.’ I would that some great esthe- 
ticlan were alive in England at this moment 
who could write a similar pamphlet, and I 
would that King Edward were able to assi- 
milate the wisdom of this wise man and ex- 
ercise his kingly influence according to the 
advice of his friend. : 

To discover wisdom is especially the busi- 
ness of a King; indeed, a King should have 
little ~~ business, and in England a King, 
if he qx reises his kingship in a constitu- 
tional’ manner, must limit his search for 
wisdom to the arts and sciences. He may 
not take sides in a political struggle, 
It is not probable that a King of England 
will ever again lead an army in the field; 
nevertheless a modern King can win as en- 
during an immortality as didany one of his 
medieval ancestors. If he avails himseif 
‘fully of his opportunities he can win an artis- 
tie personality in history as did Julius II. in 
Rome, Philip IV. in Spain, Charles I. in 
England, and Louis in Bavaria. 


English King must be a great art patron if he 
would leave anything more than a mere name 
in history. Let him not regret that his birth 
excludes him from military and political 
power, for artists and those who love art find 
a more durable place in the world’s memory 
than the politicians and Generals. :

The common imp has been that 
their friendship had waned, but it is stated 
that the King entertains the highest respect 
for the Countess of Warwick's ability and 
sagacity; that he frequently consults her on 
difficulties he encounters in guiding his public

CHICAGO PHYSICIAN HAS LET- 
TERS ASKING CASES. | 


Declares Surgeons Write to Practition- 
| ers in Neighboring States Offering to 
Share the Remuneration if Given the 
Operation—Says Exorbitant Charges 
Sometimes Result—Medical Club Will 
the Practice Tomorrow 
Erening—List of the Speakers. 


One of the members of the Chicago Medical 
society, who has for years talked and written 
against the system of what he terms steer- 
ing patients into surgeons’ offices, has in 
his possession scores of letters written to 
out-of-town physicians “ soliciting “’ cases 
er to divide fees on an “ equitable 


They are written from Chicago offices and 
are addressed to physicians in neighboring 
States. They are sent usually to the mem- 
bers of the alumni of the various medical 
colleges of Chicago, but are not confined to 
that class alone. In many cases they are 
sent to some of the best known physicians in 
the smaller cities. They were turned over 
to the Chicago surgeon by physicians who 
ignored the writers and condemned the prac- 
tice. 

The writers of the letters do not mince 
words in their solicitation of patronage, but 
briefly call attention to the fact that you 
often have medical cases for well-to-do cli- 
ents in your practice requiring difficult oper- 
tions which you are not prepared to under- 
take and then proceed to offer to divide 
the fee.on a basis satisfactory to both par- 
ties if the case is sent to the writer. There 
is often the further instruction of how to 
telephone or telegraph the writer so that 
there may be no delay. 

©’ Exorbitant Fees the Result. 

It is claimed that cases have come to light 
in Chicago where fees have been asked and 
received which were twice the usual charge 
for the particular operation. This was done 

to enable the surgeon to receive his custom- 
oo fee and also to secure a sufficient remu- 
neration for the physician who did thé 
* steering ot the case. 3 

“The time has come when the reputable 
members of the profession,“ said the phy- 
clan who has possession of the letters, de- 
sire to know where the practice will end. If 
it is to continue the ethics of the profession 
may as well be thrown to the winds, and 
those who cherish the welfare of the profes- 
sion may as well change to an advertising 
basis or leave the profession altogether. I 
prefer the latter. Public sentiment should 
demand the stamping out of the dishonora- 
ble practice by the medical societies.”’ 

Those who have been active in bringing the 
subject of the practice before the local medi- 
cal sociéties have declared also their inten- 
tion of taking the question up in the next

‘BOSTON MAN TELLS THE DIMEN- 
SIONS OF HIS ¥AGHT. | 


Departs from Precedent in the Con- 
struction of a Detenger for the 
America’s Cup and Takes the Public 
Into His Confidence—Sailing of the 
Craft to Be Conducted in “ Simple, 
Old-Fashioned Ways Commen to 
New Englanders.” 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 26.—[Special.]—Thomas 
W. Lawson gave out the following statement 
this evening: 

The following are the actual dimensions 
of the new cup defender. In making them 
public I trust there will be no misconstruc- 
tion put upon my meaning—that is, I would 
have it understood that I wish in no way to 

‘reflect upon the methods which in the past 
have been successfully adopted by experi- 
enced yachtsmen—namely: keeping the de- 
tails of the construction of their boats 
secret from the public and rival yachtsmen 
and builders. As I said on announcing I 
was to build, everything connected with the 
construction and sailing of our boat will be 
conducted in those simple, old-fashioned 
ways common to us New-Englanders. Ican 
understand how this course may handicap 
our boat, but having decided upon it we 
must take the consequences, but, feeling 
as we do that confidence natural to New 
England sailors, this does not strike us now 
with that terror which it may after the races 
are over, and if by chance in any of the dif- 
ferent races in which our boat will sail we 
should meet with defeat, either by home or 
foreign craft, our people will at least know 
our endeavors from conception and con- 
‘struction to sailing were along those lines 
best appreciated by them. 

Here are the dimensions of the craft: 

ws h over all, 140 feet 10% inches; 
water line length, 90 feet; length forward 
overhang, 27 feet 5 inches; length overhang 
aft, 23 feet 5 inches; extreme beam, 23 feet 
11% inches; beam at water line, 28 feet 5

4,725 feet; area lateral plane, 772.6 feet; area 
of midship section, 117.9 feet; area of load 
water line plane, 1,771.5 feet; area of wetted 
surface, 2,913.5 feet.“ 

In addition to the above figures, it is 
learned that the displacement of the Bos- 
ton boat on a ninety-foot water line is a few 
hundred pounds over 146 tons. 

From these figures it will be seen that the 
Boston boat is longer over all, is narrower 
than the Columbia, and displaces but a trifle 
over a ton more than does the champion of 
1898. The area of the lateral plane is 63.6 
equare feet less, that the center of buoyancy 
is 1.75 feet less than Columbia, that the 
area of the wetted surface is 238.5 feet 
greater, and that the area of the load water 
line plane Is 262.5 feet greater. 

The Boston yachtsmen are delfghted with 
the design of the Lawson Cup defender and 
many of them confidently declare the Boston 
boat will not only be five minutes faster 
than the Columbia on the thirty-mile course,

Lookout House, back of Covington, on Mon- 


and will get down to real training at the | to 


RACING DATES AT WORTH 


NEW RACETRACK ANNOUNCES IT 
WILL OPEN ON MAY 2. 


Harlem and Hawthorme Managers Say 
They Are Not Paying Any Attention 
to the Latest Turf Enterprise in Ar- 
ranging Their Meetings, and the 
Prospects Are There Will Be a Con- 
filet of Dates with the Lakeside 
Meeting—WilI Give $1,000 Handicaps 


Racing dates were announced yesterday by 
the new racetrack at Worth, Ill. Edward 
Wagner, one of the organizers, gave it out 
that the gates would be thrown open fora 
epring meeting, beginning on May 2, and 
that the sport would continue for three 
weeks. at least. 

This is the first definite announcement of 
the plans of this track since it became known 
that work was actually progressing on the 
construction of a course, and it set race- 
track followers to guessing what would be 
the outcome of it. Did it mean peace or 
war? 

The dates selected are what make the 
situation puzzling, for it appears that Worth 
is to conflict with Lakeside. For some time 
it has been reported that John Condon was 

ne of the chief owners of the new Worth 
rack. Condon is the principal magnate of 
the Lakeside track; therefore his interest 
in the Worth track can hardly be great if 
there is to be a conflict of dates with Lake- 
side. On the other hand, some people are 
watching for a movement to head off the 
track, which, rumor has it, George V. Hank- 
ins will build, and think that Worth may be 
in collusion with the other tracks to inter- 
cept the Hankins enterprise. It appears cer- 
tain that Hankins is not affiliated with any 
of the older organizations. 

It has been generally understood that the 
track at Roby was to open its spring fifteen- 
day meeting on May 9. 


Ignores the New Track. 


When informed that the Worth track man- 
agers were arranging to open on May 2 Sec- 
retary Nathanson of the Lakeside and Har- 
lem Jockey clubs yesterday said: 

“I do not know anything about the inten- 
tions of the Worth club as regards their 
dates. Neither do I know the exact date of 
the opening of the Roby track. I do know, 
however, that Roby has, for the last two sea- 
sons, opened in May and closed in time to 
give Hawthorne what we term Decoration 
week, and, as I have heard nothing to the 
contrary thus far, lam going ahead the same 
as if there was no track at Worth. Roby 
has been in the field for a long while, and 
those in control will certainly not close down 
or open it in April to sult some other associa- 
tlon.“ 

Regarding the summer meetings Nathan- 
son said the same ¢onditions would prevail 
as last season among Washington Park, 
Harlem, and Hawthorne, 

Richard Fitzgerald, President of the Chi- 
cago Jockey club, when asked regarding the 
new track and its spring dates, said: “I 
know nothing about the track nor its dates. 
All I know is we will open Decoration week, 
race two weeks, then give way to Harlem, 
which in turn will close for Washington 
Park.“ 

Conflict Only with Lakeside. 

The Worth managers shy nothing about 
a summer meeting; but announce they will 
give a fall meeting, From this condition of 
affairs it becomes apparent that Worth may 
conflict only with Lakeside. Moreover, it ia 
apparent that both Worth and Lakeside could 
get in meetings in the spring without con- 
flicting, provided one of them would accept 
the disagreeable weather in April. Accord- 
ingly, if any war results, it will be because 
of the desire of each to avoid the unfavor- 
able early season in which racing is per- 
missible. 

One desirable feature of the rivalry, if it 
results in such, is likely to be the abolition 
of the syndicate book.” The Worth man- 
agers announce they will have open booking, 
and that any bookmaker will be allowed to 
cut in. For several years the meetings at 
Lakeside have been conducted with a “ syn- 
dicate book.“ They have occurred at the 
most unfavorable seasons of local racing, 
when the attendance was not up to that of 
the summer meetings, and the public has 
accordingly tolerated a form of betting 
which would not have been tolerated at the 
big tracks. If, however, Worth should have 
open betting, Lakeside would be compelled 
to follow suit or suffer a falling off in at- 

ce. 
No Stakes at Spring Meeting. 

No stakes will be offered by the Worth 
club, but several $1,000 overnight handicaps

FIRST HALF OF LOCAL BOWLING 
_ SEASON IN REVIEW. 


Figures Showing the Grand Totals and : 

Team Averages of Thirty-four 

Leagues to Date—Chicago Bowlers 
Are in the Lead by a Considerable 
Margin, with Americans Second and 
South-Siders Third—Whole Number 
of Games Recorded Is 5,559. 


With the close of last week the bowling 
season in Chicago was practically half over 
and the numerous leagues have finished about 
half their playing schediles. From a sum- 
mary of the season's work to date it is there- 
fore possible to form some definite idea of the 
relative strength of the different leagues. 
Figures for thirty-four of them, thirty-two 
of which are made up of five-men teams and 
two of eight-men teams, have been compiled 
and they show that the Chicago league 
bowlers have done the best work thus far by 
a considerable: margin. 

With a grand average of 860 and a small 
fraction for all the games played in that 


league, they stand at the head of the list, and 
their average is practically fourteen points 


better than their nearest competitors, the 
American league, which has a grand team 
total av e of 846 and a fraction. The 
Chicago wlers have played twelve more 
games than the Americans. The South End 
league is a close third, with nearly 843 as its 
grand average for 186 games. 

The Metropolitan league has rolled the 
greatest number of games to date—252—an4d 
naturally they lead in the total number of 
pins knocked down by any league. Their 
grand total passes the 200,000 mark by 233 

ins. The Business-Men’s league, which has 

wied thirty games less than the Metropoli- 
tans, is second in the matter of total pins. 

In all there have been 5,550 games bowled 
by the thirty-two five-men team leagues, and 


the total number of pins they have knocked 


down this winter is 4,351,089. This is an av- 
erage féam total of a fraction better than 
782 for all teams in all the leagues.

PLAYER IN GREAT DEMAND 


THREE OTHER CLUBS AFTER CHI- 
CAGO’S NEW UTILITY MAN. 


New York, Boston, and Pittsburg Said 
to Have Made Bids for Young Dele- 
hanty of Worcester — Promises to 
Live Up to His Name as a Batsman— 
Irwin Obtains Written Permission to 
Put a Team in Boston—Gives History 
of His Negotiations, 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 26.—[Special.]—Just 
after the Worcester club had sold James 
Delehanty to Chicago Jesse Burkett came 
along with an offer of $1,500 for the player. 
Burkett said he was authorized to throw in 
Hughey and Buelow, but it was too late. 

New York and Boston have also been after 
Delehanty. Boston offered $1,000 for him 
and New York still less. It is thought Chi- 
cago paid $2,000 forthe player. Burkett was 
much disappointed in his failure to secure 
the player. He saw him play several times 
last season. He said of him: 

** Delehanty has much to learn in baseball 
just as any young player has when he enters 
the National league, but he is a natural ball 
player and he will improve wonderfully when 

he associates with men who know the science 
of the game. I think he gives promise of 
being an excellent batsman.” 

Young Delehanty will be 23 years old next 
August. He was born in Cleveland, played 
in Findlay in 1897, Montgomery and Allen- 
town in 1898, Allentown in 99, Allentown 
and Worcester in 1900. Delehanty played 
eighty games with Worcester last season, 
fifty-five at third base and twenty-five at 
short stop. The swinging around probably 
handicapped him a little, but he played both 
positions to almost the same average when 
the official figures showed what he had done. 
At third base he had a fielding average of 
891 and at short stop .892. His batting aver-

The reason he did not consider Boston 
was that he was desirous of locating in Phil- 
adeiphia, and thought Reach and Rogers 
would be willing and the proposition was 


easy. 

“Three weeks afterwards Mr. Somers 
came tôö me gnd asked me my price for 
Charles River k for five years. I gave it 
to him. At that time I was not committed to 
the National association or any other organ- 
ization. As soon as Somers obtained my 
price he jumped to Boston, saw Mr. Hyde, 
attorney of the Charles River Park corporu- 
tion, and tried to get the lease over my head. 
He asked that his visit be not disclosed 
me. 

Mere Unwritten History. 

“He went back to Cleveland, but shortly 
made another visit to Boston, and again 
tried to secure the park. He told the 
Charles River Park people that the men ba.

He 
would have none of it in his bailiwick, and, 
in spite of opposition, he stuck to his guns 
until the association people gave in, thereby 
weakening their circuit in the West a good 
deal by accepting Detroit as the alternate. 
Soden of Boston would doubtiess have taken 
the same stand if he had not believed Irwin 
and his Charles River Park would be taken 
in by the American league, or if he had 
known the Johnson forces would get a foot- 
hold in the Hub anyway. 


It is doubtful if anything more pitiful has 
been seen since Little Eva died than the 
spectacle presented by the association mas- 
nates when they made the pilgrimage from 
New York to kneel at the throne of Czar 
Johntbrushovitch—pitiful to their fNends, of 
course. To the rest of the baseball world it 
was simply comical. And how the Csar did 
make them grovel and sing his praises! 
Then, lest any should doubt his power, he 
made them publish the songs they had sung 
to him. That was the document which was 
sent out over the wires from Indianapolis 
bearing the signatures of the association 
magnates. How it must have galled such 
men as Quin and Koch and Havenor to put 
their signatures to that document, which, if 
it wasn’t drafted by the clever pen of the 
Czar himself, was dictated to the court ste- 
nographer by his own Imperial Highness. 
Here they were compelled to laud the Na- 
tional league magnates and the national 
agreement as the strong bulwark of base- 
ball, and only a year ago they were hurling 
all kinds of bombs at those same bulwarks 
in their efforts to establish a rival organiza- 
tion. There was another stanza which told 
how the reserve rule was the foundation and 


-| bedrock of baseball—that reserve rule which 


they had characterized as worse than the 
chains from which it cost so many, many 
thousand lives to free the slaves of other 
days. If Messrs. Quin, Koch, and Havenor 
could affix their marks to that manifesto 
without a spasm, those declarations of a 
year ago must have been nothing but wind 
from an empty bellows.

Rather a peculiar trans- 
action on Freedman’s part, since the draft- 
ing period expired on Jan. 1, and, besides, 
the American league is no longer under the 
protection of the national agreement, so that 
the Gothamite could have taken them with- 
out the asking—if he could get them. That 
is probably the real solution, and if it proves 
to be the case it would be the first successful 
raid that has been made on the ranks of the 
American league, and removes the last ob- 
stacle to the latter's going after National 
league players in any quantity it may choose. 
The American has all along claimed it would 
respect contracts so long as its own were re- 
spected, and no longer. That is probably the 
cause of the open announcement of Captain 
Duffy’s determination to leave Boston, op- 
tion or no option. 

If the option clause can be enforced in the 
courts, as the National league men main- 
tain, there is likely to be a jolly state of af- 
fairs before the next playing season is half 
over. The way it would turn out would be 
something like this: The National would be 
able to prevent its present players from par- 
ticipating in games with the American league 
clubs by injunction. The American could do 
the same thing to the players that jumped to 
the National. Each would pay the enjoined 
player his salary during his enforced idleness 
to keep him from going to the other league 
and each would get more players from the 
other to take the places of the men tied up 
by the courts. Then there would be more 
injunctions, more players idle, and more 
raids, until half or two-thirds of the players 
in the country would be kept out of the game 
by legal process, and the vacant lots would 
have to be invaded to fill up the ranks of 
league players. How long that might be kept 
up is dependent only upon the length of the 
bank rolls of the warring factions, and that 
is about the way the National league expects 
to win out. If the option clause will not hold 
in the courts they will be at their wits’ ends 
for weapons, ang it has even been threatened 
that they will come down to a 25-cent basis 
“and fight their rivals on the same level, as 
well as with conflicting schedules. This 
move, if it ever came, would be complete 
victory for the American league, for it would 
be an open acknowledgment of the thing for 
which the later is striving hardest—equality. 


The American league will meet in this city 
tomorrow, and much may or may not be the 
result of the meeting. Their plans have al- 
ready been given to the public as fast as 
completed, and there does not seem to be 
much left for the magnates to do except to 
ratify officially what has been done by the 
Circuit committee, perfect their organiza- 
tion, which is already a model of harmony 
and unity, and devise plans for self-protec- 
tion in lleu of the sheltering wing of the 
older league, which has been ruthlessly 
transferred to another brood of chicks—and 
such a brood! 

The younger magnates propose to do one 
thing that will meet with general approval, 
and that is to revise, simplify, and amplify 
the rules so as to give the public, by the en- 
forcement of the rules, the kind of baseball 
it wants. The rules pertaining to rowdy- 


ism can be condensed better than the high- 


sounding phrases of the present rules. There 
may be a clause inserted fixing a penalty 
for the use of buzzers and other methods.

Remnant of the Ancient Packs et the 


Plains Is Found Wintering in the 
Sand Hills at the Foot of Lake Mich-~ 
igan, Within Hearing of the City’s 
Bells—Reasons for the Disappear- 
ance of Big Game from the West— 
Methods Formerly Employed. 


(BY EB. HOUGH.] 

There are many of the older inhabitants 
ef Chicago who can remember the day when 
there were wolves and deer well within what 
are now the limits of this city, but it may be 
something of a surprise to both older and 
younger residents to learn that there are 
stin wolves almost within the city limits. 
Not tame wolves, but wild ones, and not little 
prairie wolves, but the regular timber wolves 


that once were common in the pine regions | 


of Michigan and Wisconsin. 

There are fot many of these wolves; in- 
éeed, there are only five in all—two old ones 
and three young ones. They are wintering 
in that wild strip of sandhill country which 
lies at the foot of Lake Michigan. They 
probably worked down there from the wood- 
ed regions of the State of Michigan, and they 


have been seen often enough to assure the 


truth of the foregoing statements. 
There could be no better proof of the tenaci- 


ty with which the wild creatures of any re- 


gion cling to their native haunts than this 
finding of such wise creatures as the timber 
wolves almost within sound of the belle of 
the*second city of the United States. It is 
to be hoped they will not be molested, for, 
while they live, the City of Chicago is enti- 
tled to yet one more distinction which makes 
her unique among the communities of the 
world. 
Few Left of Thousands, 

The thought of this little remnant of West- 
ern wild e hanging around the outskirts 
of the city brings naturally and pleasantly 
to mind the recollections of days in the wilder 


West, when there were many of these big 


animals, and with the thought comes the re- 
gret which inevitably follows any study cf 
the history of the great game of America. 
For now, where once there were thousands 
of wolves, there are to be found but few, and 
these are pursued relentlessly with every 
artifice known to mankind. Of all wild an- 
imals, the wolf seems to be the one most in- 
stinctively and remorselessly hated by man. 
Not even the snake is an object of greater in- 
stinctive horror. 

Ever since history began the wolf has been 
savagely pursued by man all over the world 
wherever it has been found. And yet, in 


spite of this incessant enmity, the cunning | 


and bold beast has held its grip on the land 
even into the days of the highest civilization. 
Rome, they say, owed its birth to the wolf- 
fed babes, Romulus and Remus. Certainly 
Koday, ancient as is the eternal city, you do 
not have to go far from Rome to find wild 
wolves. There are fastnesses in Spain where 
the breed is not extinct, and in France the 
annual tariff taken by the brutes from the 
flocks and herds still continues to be an ap- 
preciable quantity, just as it on our 
Western cattle ranges. . 

History makes note of the date of the kill- 
ing of the last wolves in England and Ire- 
land, and that does not go so far back as one 
might think. Russia still has droves of the 


* beasts in her forests, and the preserves of 


Germany, the property of the so-called no- 
bility, may yet boast a relic of the ancient 
sport of the wolf chase. : 
Ruthless Destruction of Game. 
In no part of the world has the great native 
fauna ever been so ruthlessly and rapidly 
erminated as it has been in America. The 
against our great game has been urged 
as bitterly as if our national existence de- 
pended upon it. Most of the larger species 
of big game have been exterminated, or are 
within easy sight of extermination. Some 
day we may regret all this, but the regret 


= in all likelihood come too late. The idea 


liberty has been most broadiy construed in 
this land of the free, and it has reached the 
point of license rather than liberty, so far 
as the observation of any decent policy of 
game conservation is concerned. 

The people of the restricted old world who 
come to this land are delighted to be allowed 
the privilege of bearing arms, and their first 

thought is to kill something. Added to this is 
the old native American hereditary right to 
hunt on the free lands of America. These 
tendencies, applied to a country whose stress 
of population is growing with such unspeak- 


- able rapidity, simply mean that game must 


po, as, indeed, it is going with startling 
swiftness. 

Above and beyond all these natural sources 
of diminution, is the greatest and most abom- 
inable reason for our losing our ancient her- 
itage of sport in America, and that is the 
selling of game, or killing it for money. 
There is no other country of equal enlighten- 
ment with this which allows its wild game, 
the property of the whole people, to be stolen 
for the individual profit of a few. England 
sells game, but it is game killed on private 
preserves, where the supply is renewed as 
carefully as if it were poultry and not game, 
and where it more nearly resembles poultry 
in its habits then the wild game of this coun- 


Growth of Preserve Idea. 


In America no one renews the game supply 
and everybody seeks to destroy, blindly, 
selfishly, unreasoningly. The preserve idea 
1s growing in this country fast and there 
is much popular outcry against it. It is, in- 
deed, a hateful and un-American idea, but 
the Americans have themselves made it nec- 
essary. Hateful or not, it is the one hope 
for the remnants of the American game. 
The chase is a royal privilege in the old 
world. It is going to be the privilege of our 
American royalty of wealth, and that this 
is true is the simple fault of the people of 
America. 

But this is diverging from the old wolf 
hunting days in the West. 

The old West—the West beyond the Mis- 
souri River—was the grandest country fora 
man that ever man lived in since the world 
began. It swarmed with game, game enough 
for all America today had not all America 
thought it could be killed forever and with- 
out replacing. The buffalo were there in 
Millions, and upon the flanks of the buffalo 
herds hung droves of the largest wolves 
known in this country, the great gray 
“loafer,” or loper,“ wolves, known in the 
Southwest as “lobo” wolves. The exter- 
mination of the buffalo was the first work of 
the carly settlers, and the work was done 
not for sport but for money. The hides went 
to the markets of the world. We might be 
Using hides today from the buffalo, just as 
We do from the cattle, had we treated the 

o as we do cattle. We were not con- 


tent with that, so we butchered and did not 


Testock. 

At the time when the buffalo, were killed 
OM the wolves overran the plains, and they 
no longer had anything to eat, or at least 

not their former easy means of making 
@ living from the buffalo. They preyed on 
the cattle of the settlers, and therefore the 


fanchmen made regular campaigns against 


them, trapping them, poisoning them, run- 
Ring them down with dogs, and kill- 
img them in every possible way that 
Wu be devised. But this was not 
al. The wolf, as well as the buffalo, be- 
Came an article of commerce. Wolfing be- 
fame a distinct business in the West, and 
the most profitable differentiation of the 
Aneient arts of hunting and trapping that 
found place after the skin hunting which 
€Xterpminated the buffalo. 


Self-Preservation of Sport. 
The Western States had no soul for the

could not make a living if the wolves were al- 
lowed to eat up their herds.

The skinning was done at once if the car- 
casses of the wolves were not frozen too stiff 
when found, and if the latter was the case the 
pelts were removed at the first warm spell, 
if there were too many of them at a distance 
from the camp where the Wolfers lived. It 
was easy and profitable work, though in the 
buffalo days it was a dangerous employment, 
for it must be carried on in the heart of the 
Indian country. The wolfers built their 


any attack by the Indians. They were a 
savage sort themselves, these early plains 
hunters—bold, hardy, expert with arms. and 
knowing the habits of wild animals and wild 
men alike as an open book. They did not 
always get out alive from a winter's work 
on the range, and many a pile of good gray 
hides has rotted slowly away, unclaimed and 
uncalled for, in the great silences of the old 


Toe Cunning to Eat Poison. 

Sometimes the wolfers used steel traps in 
their work, though this was later in the day 
of Western game, after the wolves had grown 
too cunning to eat poisoned meat of any kind, 
no matter how cunningly prepared. A trap 
or so would be set near some carcass, and it 
was likely that a wolf would step into it 
sooner or later as it worked about the car- 
cass. But now there began to grow keener 
that wonderful wolf brain, one of the wisest 
thinking machines ever constructed for man 
or beast. 

The trappers could see where the wolves 
bad come up within sight and scent of their 
poisoned baits, but had turned tail and fled 
the spot as if driven away by definite warn- 
ing. A trap on which there was the slightest 
taint of the human scent might rust away 
in the ground, for no wolf would touch it or 
go near it. All sorts of new poisons were 
tried and all. kinds of new trapping devices, 
but the wisdom of the grim and gray old 
warriors of the plains grew apace with the 
contrivances of man. The wolves were get- 
ting educated. Little coyotes might eat 
strychnine still or stick their feet into traps, 
but not Lobo, the chief wolf. 

And soon even the coyotes learned better. 
The wits of the wolfer were sorely tried, and 
he was well nigh forced to fall back on the 
ancient resources of the rifle and the hound 
in order to make a living. He ignominiously 
took to hunting little wolves instead of 
grown-up wolves, and made most of his 


money by digging young cubs out of their 


dens, the scalp of a whelp being worth as 
much as that of a grown wolf. Some coun- 


tiles of the cattle range were well nigh bank- 


rupted by the wolf bounties they had to pay, 
but still the wolves were not exterminated. 
With that same bold cunning by which a few 
of their number still retain foothold near 
Chicago they managed to survive even among 
the harder conditions imposed upon them by 
the trappers and hunters and ranchmen. 


Wolves Hold Their Own. 


The hand of every man was against them 
at every season of the year. Yet still they 
cut down the yearlings of the spotted cattle, 
and stil) they outran and outfought the best 
packs of hounds, and kept out of sight of 
men, and held their own in the wildernesses. 
The most remote and roughest pieces of 
country, the deepest and most impenetrable 
forest, the heaviest and densest swamps— 
there was where the gray wolf hid, the 
Ishmael of all the animal kingdom, his life 
one of continuous danger, his head over his 
shoulder all the time, his soul continually 
engaged with schemes of defense, yet his 
grave and reasoning mind continually filled 
with contempt for the brain of man, which 
so easily he outdid whenever the chance was 
one in ten for him. One cannot help admiring 


the brute, even in spite of the ancient and 


undying hatred for him that has come down 
from the time of Little Red Riding Hood. 
A full grown gray wolf stands higher than 
any dog except the mastiff or the Great Dane, 
and is large boned and angular, all bone and 
wire. His jaws are long and powerful, as he 
needed them so long in cutting up tough bull 
meat. A good skin would measure over six 
feet, and I have measured some of six feet 
four inches, these from the cattle country of 
the Indian Nations, where there are a few 
gray wolves left today, as well as farther 
north on the cattle range. The most beau- 
tiful hides are the light gray or nearly white 
ones, though some fine skins have a dark 
mane and an almost black streak down the 
back. Other hides are nearly red, and many 
show rufus markings. The big wolves of 
the Mississippi delta country are often red 
in color. Sometimes there were black wolves 
found in Wisconsin and Michigan, but this 
color was not usual on the plains. 
Bold and Independent Habits. 
When put up by a pack of dogs a wolf will 
not double and turn like a fox or a coyote. 
He is bold and independent in all his habits 
and has no home to which he is inalienably 
attached. He will strike a straight line and 
head clean out of the country, going, per- 
haps, forty miles on end before changing nis 
line to amount to anything. His gait at such 
a time is a long, swinging trot, unless he is 
crowded, when he can do a turn of speed 
tidily enough. The only chance a heavy pack 


has of taking a gray is to jump soon after 


he has gorged himself on food and cannot 
run fast. A pack of foxhounds has little or 
no chance in most country with an old gray. 
He does not try many stratagems, like a 
fox, but just gets up and leaves the country. 
We never used to like our dogs to get a long 
start on a gray in the pack hunting in the 
West, for if they got lined out well it was a 
case of losing most of the pack. 

When run into by a pack of dogs the meth- 
od of fighting adopted by a gray wolf is to 
git down and whirl rapidly about, presenting 
a row of teeth to his foes, no mat- 
ter from which side they come. It takes a 
bold dog to run into a gray wolf, and no dog 
can do it without great injury, for the jaws 
ot the wolf cut like knives. The best packs 
fight together. No one dog, fast enough to

lives are spent in the strenuous industry of 
killing wolves, is sure to be cut and scarred 
fearfully. They come to learn the art of 
throwing their game and nailing it before it 
can get up again, and were it not for the 
skill of the older dogs the life of a pack would 
be but brief. A young hound gets a rough 
lesson in his first fight with a gray wok. and 
it gives him greater cunning as well as 
greater savagery for his ancient enemy and 
ancient ancestor. 


Expedients of the Cowpunchers. 


_The cowpunchers about the ranches some- 
times do a stunt at killing wolves by poison, 
if there has been no steady wolfing done 
near by for some time to teach the game 
too much cunning about eating tempting 
looking bits of meat. When a beef is killed 
a cowpuncher will hitch his rope to the skull 
and entrails and ride a big circle of several 
miles, making a trail which is sure to be no- 
ticed and followed by any wolves in the 
neighborhood. While this boy is riding 
for the trail others are cutting up bits of 


meat, perhaps half as big as one’s hand. 


and putting into each of these a little 
strychnine, as much as will go on the point 
of a pen knife. A little gash is cut in each 
bait and the poison is pushed deep into the 
cut. Then each bait is stuck on the end of a 
short stick, and with forty or fifty of such 
baits the men go out to meet the rider, who 
has been making the trail. He ends his trail 
near some water hole and back on the trail 


for the last half mile or so the cowpunchers 


stick up their little sticks, so that no wolf 
can help seeing them. In the morning the 
baits may all be gone, if the local product 
is not too shrewd from earlier training. The 
only thing that then remains to be done 
is fo en along the edges of the water 
hole T first thing a wolf does after 
eating strychnine is to hunt for water, and 
as soon as it gets to water it is a gone wolf, 
even if it has not succumbed before it gets 
far from the place where it took the bait. 
I once got seven wolves in one night in this 
rather crude fashion. It will not work for 
‘grays so well as with coyotes, and not al- 
ways even with these little wolves, but when 
it is first put in play it is apt to make a kill- 
ing among the long nosed breed. 

A wolf, or more especially a coyote, will 
sometimes follow along the trail after a 
horseman or a vehicle, but it probably does 
this out of curiosity or bravado. The stories 
of packs of wolves attacking persons belong 
certainly to another day. A wolf does not 
want to eat a man if he can get anything 
else to eat, for there is nothing he hates so 
much as he does a man. He does not like 
man to eat, any more than we like wolf. 
In case of deep snows, and in a remote 
country, a pack of wolves might follow a 
man, and in one case out of a million might 
jump him, but no insurance company has 
ever had to pay a policy for that reason in 
this country in the last fifty or a hundred 
years. A pack of wolves on a cold moon- 
light night sound melancholy, but then, 
after all, there is no creature more timorous 
and superstitious and unreasonable 
man. 

He is not half as cunning and bold as a 
wolf, not half as wise, nor half so charitable.

Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 26.—[Special.]~The 
Harvard and Yale crew managers and Cap- 
tains had a conference at the Institute of 
1770 elubhouse today to decide the date and 
detalis of the race at New London. June 27, 
as expected, was agreed upon, that being the 
Thursday after Harvard commencement, 
which is the usual date. 7 

It was also decided that there would be a 
vars:ty eight-oar race, a freshman eight-oar 


race, and a varsity four-oar, as in the last |’ 


two years. 

There was no hitch in the proceedings. 
The minor detalls of course, time of day, and 
the like were taken up and the officials were 
talked over, but nothing definite was agreed 
upon. The time of day is a matter of tide, 
The tide is high at New London at 6:00 a. m. 


on that day, and it was announced the races 


would be heid late in the afternoon. Prob- 
ably they will be rowed in the order of last 
year. That is, the four-oar will row up- 
stream at about 4:30 or 5 and the freshmen 
eight will row the upper Half of the course. 
These races are two miles each. The varsity 
race, as usual, will come after these and will 


de rowed four miles up-stream. At just 


what hour depends upon the investigations 
of tides, but it will be between 5 and 6 o'clock. 

The subject of officials was talked over,

The Rev. Antonio Fabriano, an eminent 
Rome correspondent, 4 Roman ‘Catholic 
priest employed in the propaganda through 
Which all American Catholic affairs pass, 
‘sends the following concerning reports re- 
cently cabled from Rome to the effect that 
Archbishop Ireland will soon be created a 
Cardinal. “Although gratifying to the 
American Catholic public, the report has no 
foundation. The consistory at which all 


fore March, and the bigliettos ”’ issued by 
the Secretary of State announcing the vari- 
ous appointments are not distributed before 
the end of February. So the present is not 
an Spportune time for giving out such news. 
According to the pragmatic followed by the 
Vatican there are only two persons belong- 
ing to the United States who have first claim 
to red hats, One of these is Mgr. Martinelli, 
the apostolic delegate at Washington, who 
will: undoubtedly be promoted to the Sacred 
College at the close of his mission in Amer- 
lea, as was Cardinal Satolli, who preceded 
him, and the other is Mgr. Chapelle, apos- 
tolic delegaté in Cuba and the Philippines 
and Archbishop of New Orleans, who, by 
reason of representing the Pope, has a prece- 
dent right to the honor and is expected by 


everybody to receive it. 


Defender of Italian Unity. 

“ The fact that Archbishop Ireland recent- 
ly advocated the restoration of the temporal 
power will not, it ig ‘said, affect his case in 
the smallest degree. It is well known in 
Rome how, in many of his earlier addresses 
in Europe, he stated his conviction that the 
Papacy is better off without the temporal 
power, and all prominent members of the 
Liberal party in Italy have long considered 
him a most outspoken defender of Italian 
unity. His book on ‘ The Church and Mod- 
ern Society’ contains several passages un- 
favorable to the temporal dominion of the 
Holy See, and the preface he had written 
for the American edition of the ‘Life of 
Father Hecker’ gives unmistakable proofs 
of his leanings toward the Americanism that 
was condemned by Pope Leo XIII. That he 
recently retracted all or mos ot his previous 
utterances and writings does not alter the 
case. The policy of Rome is never to forgive 
inistakes, no matter how thoroughly amend- 
ed. Hundreds of instances could be gathered 
where persons in the highest positions never 
attained the Sacred College because of a 
book placed in the Index, or an utterance 
disallowed by the Vatican, or even the fail- 
ure to accomplish a mission. Subsequent 
good conduct and services have not, in the 
past, had apparently the slightest weight. 
This is the status of the Archbishop of St. 
Paul. Of course the unexpected may hap- 
pen, even in the Church of Rome, but if it 
happen in the case of Archbishep Ireland it 
will be outside of precedent covering hun- 
dreds of years. At any rate nothing has 
transpired to date.“ 


Methodists in Doubt. 


Methodism North is in a greater state of 
unrest than at any time since the separa- 
tion into Methddism North and South, back 


in the early 405. The reason ts the removal 


of the pastoral time limit. Pastors do not 
know what to expect and congregations are 
declared to be in a condition of not knowing 
what they want. In theory the removal 
may have been a good thing, so Methodist 
leaders say, but in practice it will take a 
generation at least to educate Methodist 
congregations to an adequate appreciation 
of new conditions. Boards of control, which 
manage local affairs of churches, began early 
to cast about for what they thought might 
be their permanent pastors. A little mints- 
terlal gossip by them has extended. to con- 
gtregations, with the result that the o al 
boards are, almost without exception, in 
deeper water than they ever before found 
themselves. There are local exceptions, 
where congregations and pastors are satis- 
fled with each other, but taking Methodism 
North as a whole, and a period of unrest 
obtains such as nobody looked for at the 
time of removing the limit, and which, so it 
is declated on all sides, will take à quarter 
of a century to allay. 


Christian Endeavor Convention. 


Christian Endeavorers of the whole world 
contributed toward the erection of a tablet 
which is to be placed upon the walls of 
Williston Congregational Church, Portland, 
Me., to commemorate the birthplace of the 
Endeavor movement. A celebration of its 
twentieth anniversary is to begin in Portland 
on the last day of the current month, to con- 
tinue until Feb. 3. It was in Williston Church, 
of which President Clark was then pastor, 
that the first Christian Endeavor society was 
organized two decades ago. Many State 
Presidents of Endeavor unions are to be at 
Portland for the celebration, and the speakers 
at it include the Rev. Dr. D. J. Burrell, New 
York; the Rev. Dr. Wayland Hoyt, Philadel- 
phia; President Barrows of Oberlin College; 
and the President of the world movement, 
the Rey. Dr. Francis E. Clark. 


For Federation of Churches. 


An effort isto be made, at a meeting to be 
held in Philadelphia during the first week in 
February, to organize a national federation 
of churches. The scheme is in the direction 
of Christian comity. The movement was be- 
gun locally in several Eastern cities three 
or four years ago and has now resulted not 
only in many city federations but also State 
federations in Pennsylvania, Connecticut, 


‘Maine, and New York. At the Philadelphia 


meeting addresses are to be made by the Rev. 
Dr. John L. Withrow, President of the Boston 
Evangelical Alliance; the Rev. Dr. F. Mason 
North, prominent in the National City Evan-* 
gelization union; the Rev. Dr. Charles H. 
Richards, President of the Pennsylvania fed- 
eration, and the Rev. Dr. E. B. Sanford, Sec- 
retary of a ‘national committee named some 
time since to canvass the matter of a national 
organization. The idea behind these federa- 
tions is that in the interests of economy of 
time, labor, and money, churches of all 
evangelical bodies unite in the performance 
7 ew many forms of common work as pos- 
sible. 


For Church in Porto Rico. 


Ten thousand dollars has just been given 
for the erection of an Episcopal Church in 
San Juan, Porto Rico, and the Episcopal 
Board of ‘Missions appointed this week as 
rector of it the Rev. Dr. J. H. Van Buren, 
for some years rector of St. Stempeh's 
Church, Lynn, Mass. The congregation of 
this new church is made up almost exclusive- 
ly of English residents, but it is agg 
by Bishop Peterkin of West Virginia, in 
charge of the Episcopal interests in Porto 
Rico, and now on the island, that it is 
through the English-speaking population. 
that the people of the island are to be 
reached. The Rev. Dr. Van Buren will sail 
for his field on Feb. 9. In Manila new Epis- 
copal church buildings, consisting of school, 
parish house, and church, have been erected 
at a cost of $45,000. The work there has 
been in charge of the Rev. Dr. C. C. Pierce, 
who is a chaplain in the United States army. 
He has now been invalided home, and is 
en route, and the work must be turned over 
to the Board of Missions. The latter body 
is now in search of a suitable man to send 
to Manila tp have charge of it.

To start the presses from a state of rest 
until all parts are moving will require sev- 
enty-five horse-power. After they have ob- 
tained a normal speed one-half that power 
will be required to maintain it. Each press 
Will be fitted with contrivances by which 
the speed can be maintained evenly at any 
given rate of papers an hour. This is a dis- 
tinct innovation and will be of much use in 
the pressroom, Heretofore, with direct 
power from shafting and belting, such a 
uniformity could not be secured, as the 
power exerted by a steam engine comes in 
throbs and is not uniform. This change will 
be an important aid in securing fine press- 
work. 


In the practical ‘workings of the pressroom 


the new octuples will give a flexibility in the 
printing of papers never possessed by the 
sextuples and the quadruples. The pressmen 
can do most anything with them. Probably 
the greatest advantage will be in the ease 
with which plates can be changed in order to 
get in the latest news. It will be easy to put 
the plates on one end of the press while the 
other end is going ahead at full printing 
papers.

In the newspaper world the octuples will 
excite widespread interest, and TH TRIBUNE 
pressroom will no doubt be the Mecca for 
practical newspaper men from all over the 
country. Such was the case after the first 
sextuples were installed in 1893. The octuple 
presses are really quadruple presses set tan- 
dem, with four folders in the center, giving 
the widest opportunities to a combination of 
pages. In the days when eight-page papers 
were the rule during the Week and twenty- 
four pages were considered the limit for the 
Sunday issue, these advantages of the octu- 
ples would not have counted for much, for 
they were not needed, but | ROW, with the 


Sunday issues running to sixty and sixty- 
four pages, they are of the utmost: impor- 
tance in the proper printing of papers in such 
shape as to be rapidly handled in the cireu- 
lating departments. The antiquated meth- 
ods of printing parts of a big paper on one 
press and parts on another and then assem- 
bling the parts into a complete issue in the 
mailing department have become entirely too 
cumbersome. 


In the operation of such machines running | 
at full speed a marked vibration would be. 
given to the entire bullding through the 
steel construction were it not guarded 
against in the:most.careful manner by the 
sinking of their foundations entirely distinct 
from the foundation of the: building. It is 
this ‘vibration of mac whith makes 
itsélf so unpleasantly felt on many large 
steamships where no such precautions can 
be taken against transmission of motion 
‘through steel. The foundations for the build- 
ing will be sunk seventy feet to the hard-pan 
overlying the rock at the building site. This 
will be done by the use of caissons made of 


concrete and occupying but six feet of space. 


The foundations of the presses will be en- 
tirely independent of one another and of the 
calssons supporting the buiMing. Thus no 
vibration from the pressés will be transmit- 
ted to the steel superstructure. The same 
style of construction will be used with the 
dynamos and all other machines which are to 
run at a high rate of speed.

He is a believer in ward 
meetings and in public expressions on topics 
of public interest, and has held always to the 
necessity of small parks in Chicago, which 
should have a ward hall in the center of it. 

He is a thorough American, and next to the 
teachings of Christianity he believes in 
teaching patriotism. St. Paul’s School was 
one of the first parochial schools in the coun- 
try to float the American flag, and its p 
are never from under the shadow of 
banner. 

Sympathy for the oppressed always has 
appealed to Father Heldmann. He was one 
of the first to move for a mass meeting in 
Chicago, protesting against the British-Boer 
war; he worked to secure recognition for the 
Boer envoys in the great meeting which 
packed the Auditorium last April, and at a 
mass meeting of German Catholics he eine 
protest against the reported sacking of 
churches in the Philippines.

‘JUDGE ALLEN AT DEATH’S DOOR. 

News from Hot Springs, Ark., that Judge 
William Joshua Allen of the United States 
District Court for the Southern District of 
Illinois is dying of pneumonia will be re- 
ceived with sorrow by thousands who know 
his sturdy virtues and lovable personal 
character. He has been a citizen of south- 
ern IIlinois for more than sixty years and 
has always taken a prominent part in public 
affairs. Coming from a family of lawyers 
and statesmen, he early distinguished him- 
self in his profession. He was at one time 
a law partner of John A. Logan. As long 
ago as 1855 he was appointed United States 
District Attorney, a position which he re- 
signed after four years’ service. 

When Logan resigned his seat in Congress 
in 1862 to enter the army Judge Allen was 
elected his. successor. But, while the for- 
mer was a war Democrat, the latter was 
a peace Democrat. During Judge Allen’s 
service in Congress, to which he was re- 
elected for a full term in the fall of 1862, 
he was a consistent opponent of the war. 
He had Strong convictions on the subject 
and he voted in accordance with them. He 
was a member of two constitutional con- 
ventions—that of 1862, whose work was re- 
jected by the people, and that of 1869, which 
made the present constitution. He was one 
of the hard-working and useful members of 
that body. tte: 

While Judge Allen held no office except 
that of member of the constitutional con- 
vention from 1865 until 1887,when President 
Oleveland appointed him Judge, he re- 
mained one of the leaders of his party in 
Egypt. He was a member of the State 
delegation to every national Democratic 
convention from 1864 to 1888. When he 
went on the bench he abjured politics and 
devoted himself to his judicial duties, 
which he discharged admirably. When he 
dies IIlinois will lose another of her old 
school, old style public men, who were 
often prejudiced, obstinate, and in the 
wrong, but who were incorruptible and 
sincere, and whose first thought was always 
their State and their fellow-citizens rather 
than their own personal interests. a 


JUDGE GIBBONS EXAGGERATES, 

Judges of all courts of record in this 
State are required to report annually to 
the Judges of the Supreme Court such 
defects in the laws as their experience may 
suggest. Judge Gibbons feels it his duty 
to report that the divorce law of this State 
if not made more rigid, must necessarily 
result in the debasement of public morals.” 
This seems to be an inversion of cause 
and effect. Bad public morals may put 
bad laws on the statute books, but bad 
laws do not usually corrupt a public pure 
at the time of their passage. 


Says excitedly that the law of marriage 
and divorce as it prevails here, is nothing 
less than legalized céncubinage ”; that “ this 
is the Mecca of all the mismated portion 
of the human family to seek solace in free 
love”—is not this an exaggeration be- 
cause whoever wishes to get divorce here 
can do so with little difficulty. “The tes- 
timony of the party complaining, with slight 
evidence, is sutticient.”’ 

Absolute divorces can be obtained in this 
State for the following causes, in addition 
to those for which Judge Gibbons thinks 
such divorces should be allowed: Desertion 
for two years, habitual drunkenness for 
that length of time, extreme and repeated 
cruelty, conviction of a felony, and an at- 
tempt on the life of the other. If the per- 
son from whom a divorce is sought really 
has been guilty of the more serious of these 
offenses most IIlinoisans will be of the 
opinion that the wife or husband, as the 
case may be, should be set free from such an 
undesirable partner. 

There have been, no doubt, many divorces 
granted on some one of the above grounds 
which should not have been granted. That 
may be the fault of the Judges rather than 
the law. They may have been too sympa- 
thetic. If“ the testimony of the party com- 
plaining, with slight corroborating evidence, 


hears the case deems it sufficient. If the 
law says “extreme and repeated cruelty,” 
and a Judge thinks two slaps constitute 
that kind of cruelty, the Judge, not the law, 
is at fault. Better Judges should be elected. 
The Illinois divorce law as administered 
may be too lax, but the law itself is not 
so bad a one as Judge Gibbons would make 
it out to be.. He would deny an absolute

THE ANTIQUITY OF THE VICES. 

The le@ers and inscriptions of Ham- 
murabi, a King of the Babylonian dynasty, 
dating back to 2200 B. C., which have re- 
cently been translated, throw most interest- 
ing light not only upon the antiquity of vices 
of a nciai kind but also upon thé man- 
ner in which they were punished in those 
faraway days. In one of these letters 
| Hammurabi notifies his correspondent that 
a case of bribery has been reported to him, 
and that the man who offered the bribe, 


| the man who took the bribe, and a witness 


to the transaction are in Babylon. The 
officer is further notified to apprehend all 
these men, as well as to set a sea] upon the 
money or upon whatsoever was offered as 
‘the bribe, and cause it” and all the parties 
to be brought before him for summary pun- 
ishment. The outcome of the case is not 
reported, but as Hammurabi, the Amraphel 
of Genesis, was absolute in power it is not 
unlikely that two Babylonians lost their 
heads as a salutary warning to others. 

The second letter bears upob the question 
of money lending in those ancient days. A 
serf had informed the King that Ani-ellati, 
a notorious usurer, had laid claim to certain 
lands which belonged to him, and had ap- 
propriated his crops, The King, after look- 
ing into the matter, found that the usurer 
held a mortgage upon only a small part of 
the serf’s acres, and ordered that his pledge 
should be returned to him and that the 
usurer should be brought to him for pun- 
ishment, the registry of title being held suf- 
ficient to defeat a usurious claim—a feature 
of land laws which, curiously enough, is 
now advocated in England. 

These two letters, over 4,000 years old, 
show not only the antiquity of the vices of 
greed but also the excellent manner in 
which justice was administered sometimes 
in the early days of the race. Inthe bribery 
case the briber was held as equally guilty 
with the bribed. In the usury case the 
Babyloniag Shylock lost not only his in- 
terest but his principal and was punished 
besides. In the bribery matter the King 
was determined not to touch the hush 
money, 400 onnces of gold, so he ordered his 


du@ting 398 ounces for legal expenses and 
two ounces for fees to the servants, which 
shows that Hammurabi was crafty as well 
as just. Justice after all has not made 
much advance in the last forty-one cen- 
turies; on the other hand, its adminis- 
trators today might learn a useful lesson 
from the study of the Hammurabi tablets. 


% MEN, NOT MONEY. 

Mayor Harrison, speaking before the En- 
glewood Men’s club recently, carried the idea 
that the one great need of the city govern- 
ment is money.“ No man could be. more in 
error. The first great need of the city govern- 
ment is men—intelligent, efficient, high- 
principled men. 

The Mayor's catalogue of the city’s 
needs ”—$5,000,000 for bridges, $1,000,000 
for new public buildings for the Police, 
Fire, and other departments, $2,500,000 for 
developing the drainage canal water power, 
$2,000,000 to extend the municipal light- 
ing plant, $2,500,000 to pay outstanding 
judgments against the city, and a further 
considerable sum for establishing small 
parks—though it may be challenged in re- 
spect to items, arrays needs which, as a 
whole, are only too glaringly evident. It 
is also true, as he intimates, that the rev- 
enues are insufficient, that changes in the 
revenue law are needed, and that our dupli- 
cated and overlapping political divisions 
ought to be consolidated. 

More important than these matters, how- 
ever, is the personnel of the city govern- 
ment, the actual capacity installed in the 
different departments. Indeed, that per- 
sonnel ought to frame, propose, and ac- 
tively champion the changes in legal powers 
and in organization which the Mayor as- 
serts to be needed. What has the pres- 
ent administration done in that line, how- 
ever? 

Not only has it failed in this respect, but 
it has lacked those qualities which tend to 
assure the public that revenues will be 
put net merely to honest but to the wisest 
and most prudent uses. Instead, notorious 
frauds. have taken place in the Special 
Assessment bureau. One member of the 
Board of ‘Public Improvements has been 
declared unfit for office after investigation 
by the Civil Service commission. The 
Building department has been a murderous 
scandal. Even the Electrie Lighting Bureau 
is today operating engines in two of its sta- 
tions which were, under its direction, go 
faultily installed that they jar the buildings 
of the neighborhoods several hundred feet 
away, so as to constitute a nuisance to oc- 
cupants. Smoke inspection is a byword.

VILLAINOUS CAR SERVICE. 

A prominent official who recently resigned 
from the Union Traction company has 
charged the present management with de- 
liberately limiting the accommodations on 
the Wést Side surface lines in order to divert 
traffic to the elevated roads. A tacit un- 
derstanding ” is claimed to have existed 
since the Metropolitan was admitted to the 
loop that the service of those lines which 
paralleled the lines of the Metropolitan Ele- 
vated should not be increased,” and it is 
charged that “ this is being rigidly adhered 
to at the present time.“ “ Traffic,” it is 
alleged, is being daily forced to the Metro- 
politan Elevated by the inadequate service 
on Van Buren and Harrison streets and Mil- 
waukee and North avenues.” A similar 
policy is also averred to have been pursued 
toward the Lake Street Elevated. : 

Whether the management is guilty as 
charged or not—and the public has slight 
interest in this precise question—it is be- 
yond contradiction or question that the serv- 
ice maintained on the West Side surface 
lines is actnally of such a sort that traf- 
fic is thereby and must be in no incon- 
siderable degree diverted td the elevated 
lines. On no other surface lines in the 
city is the crowding so fearful; and when 
cars are filled not only to the doors but 
to, the edges of the bottom steps, as they 
are every day on the main West Side sur- 
face lines, one does not need to appeal to 
one’s own practice to know that people will 
resort to the superior service of the elevated 
roads where it is possible, even if they must 
walk a little farther and mount stairs to 
do s.

Various interesting words are used at milking time. The commonest 
word employed to quiet a cow is “ So,” appearing in the forms “ So boss,” 
“Saw cow,” Saw wench,” “Soo,” etc. The pronunciation “saw” is pe- 
culiarly southwestern. So is the usual form elsewhere, but “ Soo is found 
here and there, especially in the Northwest. When a cow is to be milked 
she is ordered to move over by “ Stand over,” Get over,” or Get round 
there.” “Stand over” is sometimes corrupted to “ Han’over.” The usual 
word to get a cow to put her leg out of the way of the milker is Hist,” a 
form of hoist, corresponding to “ pint” for “point.” But in the Sout 
“ Back and Back your leg are in general use. 

Below I give a fuller, but not a complete, list of the words used in this 
country in addressing cows and calves: 

(1.) Cows—To come: Hoo-eow, co’ mully, co’ boss, co’ boys, co-co-co, so 
boss, co’ wench (winch, rinch, inch, anch, aunch, ete.), caunch, coo-inch, 
coo-y, sook cow, soo cow, soo boss, sook sook sook, co’ oof, coof, coff, coif, 
cohee, courey, cush, cashu, cope, coppen, cup, sup sup, ete.

ECENTLY Tue Trisune has been printing a good 
many articles on the liquor traffic and showing the re- 
lation of the saloon to drunkenness and crime. I have 
taken the census returns of 129 cities of the United 
States, the number of saloons to the population of each, 


and I am prepared to say that the arrests made in these 
cities have no relation to the number of saloons in them. 
| In making this deduction I took first the census re- 

, turns on population of each city and found the propor- 
flo “of saloons to each 10,000 of population. Then taking the number of 
arrests in that city, I found the proportion of arrests in each 10,000 of popu- 
lation. Entering these figures in parallel columns | found some striking 
groups. 

For instance, Chicago and Rochester, N. Y., have the same relative num- 
ber of saloons, averaging a fraction more than 38 to the 10,000 of popu- 
lation. But while Rochester police arrested only 73.5 persons in each 10,000 
for drunkenness and 43.4 for other crimes, the Chicago department arrested 
237.1 for drunkenness and 64.7 for other crimes and misdemeanors. Taking 
the figures for Rochester, only six other cities of the United States had a 
smaller number of arrests for drunkenness in proportion to population, 
while fifty-three cities showed fewer arrests for crimes in each 10,000 of 
‘population. 

In the Chicago figures the city ranked forty-seventh in the number of 
arrests for drunkenness, forty-first in its arrests for crimes, and only thirty- 
sixth in its proportion of saloons. . 

Taking Boston, with its 14.2 saloons to Chicago’s 38 in the 10,000, Boston 
had 429.1 arrests for drunkenness to Chicago’s 237.1. With nearly three 
times as many saloons as Boston has, Chicago had only a little more than 

halt the drunkenness coming to the notice of the police. Only thirteen cities 
of the United States, having a population of 30,000 or more, exceeded the 
records of Boston for drunkenness. Of these thirteen cities, too, I was 
sorry to find Joliet, III., with 479.5 arrests in each 10,000, and Springfield, III., 
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a satisfactory extent street rail way traffic through the down-town district. 
Moreover, taking the cars off the surface in the most crowded districts 
seems to be the only way to make the streets comfortably and safely avail- 
able for other uses, If cars now operating on the surface are placed in 
subways the street surface in the subway districts can be cleared of all 
rails, cable slots, posts, and wires. The subway will relieve the streets of 
the noise of the street cars, the rumble and jar of the wheels, the hum 
of the motor, the grinding of brakes, and the clang of the bells. The sub- 
way will make it possible to run cars between stations at speed and with 
safety. And, of course, the-carrying capacity will be greatly increased. 
Neither speed nor safety is possible on the heavily crowded streets. By 
running one track beneath another at junction points it will be possible to 
avoid all grade crossings in the subway. There will be fewer accidents 
in subways, and when the structure is once built tracks can be maintained 
more economically therein than on the street surface. Cars operating in 
subways will not. be subject to delays due to fires and parades and other 
like obstructions to street traffic. | 

In the large cities having—as Chicago has—a particularly congested 
area, the subway is not simply desirable; it is in point of fact a practical 
necessity. Chicago, therefore, is virtually certain, sooner or later, to follow 


ical, and better in every way if cars were not permitted to loop or switch 
back in the down-town district at all. Instead of the elaborate system of 
loops it would be better to have subways running straight through the 
heart of the city from north to south—say two sets of tracks under State 
street and two under Clark street. Owing to the peculiar conformation of 
the city the West Side cars of necessity might have to zun into the center 

and turn back. If the street railways of Chicago were under unified man- 
agement this plan of through routes north and south is the one that would 

naturally suggest itself to all. In the absence of unification, the North. 
and South Side companies should at least be compelled to use the north and 

south subways in common, the City railway company running through 

the heart of the city and turning its cars across the river on the north, 

and the North Side company running through the business district and 

turning its cars at some point south of that district. The heart of the city 

should not under any circumstances be used as a switch yard. 

The fear is sometimes expressed that subways will tend to increase still 
further the congestion of business in the heart of the city. This is not 
necessarily so. It is not ease of getting through a particular area, but 
the difficulty of so doing, that promotes congestidn in that area. The pres- 
ent transportation arrangements of Chicago, it is true, do tend to foster 
concentration of business within the elevated loop. That is because, under 
present arrangements, it is easy to reach the elevated loop district, but 
difficult to pass through. In order to pass through that district a passenger 
must change cars, suffering the delay incideut thereto, he must pay two 
fares, and in many instances must submit to additional vexations and in- 
conveniences. It is quite possible that the subway, by making it easier to 
pass through the business district, instead of fostering further congestion 
there, might have a dispersing influence. But in order that subways may 
have a dispersing influence the down-town loop plan of routes must be 


aud place some of its street cars under ground. 

In connection with subways, the question of through rights as opposed 
to down-town terminals becomes of especial importance, Most subway. 
plans thus far presented provide for underground routes in the down-town 
district for each of the three main traction systems of Chicago. In other 
words, provision is made for a large amount of expensive underground con- 
struction that serves no other purpose than that of enabling cars to turn 
around in the down-town district.

M passing of Queen Victoria and 
the six months of mourning upon

will doubtless make itself distinet- 
| ly felt in the music world of Lon- 
don, and this depression is likely 
i to be especially noticeable in the 


opera season next May, June, and July at 
Covent Garden, Mayrice Grau can, there- 
fore, felicitate himself on having aban- 
doned the management of the London oper- 
atic undertaking, and it remains to be seen 
how his successor will fare under conditions 
which make patronage from royalty impos- 
sible and that from society exceedingly 
doubtful. 

The new manager is André Messager, the 
Frenchman who is known chiefly as the com- 
poser of an attractive and meritorious light 
opera, La Basoche,” which found success 
for a time in London, and which was pre- 
sented here for a few nights at the Audi- 
torium nearly or quite a decade ago. In Paris 
he has won recognition as joint manager 
with Carré ot the Opéra Comique, and as his 
partner knows nothing of music as an art, 
the success of that opera-house so far. as its 
artistic side is concerned is due entirely to 
his abilities. Although said to be essentially 
catholic in his musical tastes, it is neverthe- 
less only natural that he should incline to- 
ward French composers and their works— 
his teacher was Saint-Saéns—and it is not im- 
probable, therefore, that the London season 
of opera will lose something of the strongly 
Germanic cast which has characterized it 
during Mr. Grau's reign, and will take ona 
more Gallic complexion. 

The question of a German orchestral con- 
ductor seems to be troubling the Covent 
Garden powers. Mottl, who directed the 
„Ring last summer, cannot return—a Lon- 
don paper boldly adds, and, indeed, he is 
scarcely wanted —and Muck of Berlin, who 
was being considered, is claimed by Bay- 
reuth, so that search for some one who is 
‘known and who will draw goes merrily on. 
It may result in no performances of the 
tetralogy next summer, and if it does, Mes- 
sager and his managers will not find the con- 
ductor problem so hard to solve after all. 

As for the company engaged for Covent 
Garden, it is stated that Mme. Eames, who 
has been ill, has” recovered and will be a 
member and that Mmes. Melba, Ternina, 
Gadski, and Breval will be associated with 
her. Edouard de Reszke is a certainty, but 
the presence of his brother Jean is still in 
doubt. If the great tenor does join the com- 
pany it will be only for a few performances 
at the commencement of the season. His 
decision is doubtless dependent entirely upon 
how his voice stands the work this winter in 
the East and his week here at the Auditorium 


next April.

The opera at the Metropolitan in New York 
this week contained as its big bills Don 
Giovanni” on Wednesday and Tristan and 
Isolde on Friday, both of which were then 
brought forward for the first time this sea- 
son. Mozart's great work, despite the fact 
that it was splendidly cast, with Nordica, 
Gadski, Scheff, Scotti, and Edouard de 
Reszke, failed to draw, and thus the history 
of this opera repeats itself. Musicians may 
rave over the beauties of Don Giovanni” 
and declare it to be Mozart's ablest crea- 
tion, but the fact remains that neither in 
this country nor in Europe does it attract 
the public as does Marriage of Figaro or 
„Magic Flute.“ It is but another instance of 
that mysterious, puzzling, and inexplicable 
failure of a truly great work to attract the 
general public. The world of art possesses 
many just such, and nowhere are they more 
abundant than in the realm of music. 

The cast for Tristan and Isolde was a 
notable one, inasmuch as Mme. Ternina sang 
the Irish Princess instead of Mme. Nordica. 
Jean de Reszke was Tristan, Edouard King 
Marke, and Bispham Kurwenal—truly a 
quartet without equal in the operatic world 
today. 

If report speak truly Manager Grau is not 
to content himself with the revivals of 

“M 1e and “Le Cid,” but is 
busily occupied in preparing for the produc- 
tion of Reyer’s Salammbo.“ Here again 
the prima donna is the causative force.

Concerning the childhood home of,a one- 
time Canadian but present resident of Chi- 
cago, Arthur Raymond Longley, a grewsome 
and apparently well authenticated ghost 
story is told. The house, Maplehurst, stands 
on the banks of the St. Lawrence River, near 
the foot of the Thousand Islands, and be- 
tween Brockville and Prescott. The house, 
which is over 100 years old, is said to be 
haunted by the great-grandmother of the 
present incumbent. This lady, who was 
handsome and of striking presence, died in 
the house many years ago. Her death was 
occasioned by a violent hemorrhage, induced 
by consumption. During her death struggles 
for air she left her bed, which was situated 
in the room afterward used for a library, and 
rushed across the sitting-room to the draw- 
ing-room windows, gasping for breath. In 
front of the window she collapsed and died, 
and ever since that day her ghost appears at 
intervals struggling for air, as she did upon 
the day of her death.

So many others have guessed in the neigh- 
borhood of 75,000 and upward that 100,000 
seems to be conservative enough. 

“It has been figured the country over that 
these tramps consume 10 cents’ worth of 
food every day. This is not the selling price 
ot the food, of course, but the cost of it. It 
is low, too, for it must be remembered that 
the food given to a tramp at the back door 
is never scraps. It is food which if not given 
away would be eaten by some member of the 
household. Frequently coffee is made fresh 
for such a man. 


HARD ON THEIR CLOTHES.

Scientists Say It Would

This is an idea that has been evolved by 
the presence of allied troops in China. These 
troops are discovering that, while the gib- 
berish of the yellow man is rather more in- 
tricate than the speech of Garnér’s monkeys 
—because there is so much more of it—the 
written language is singularly intelligible to 
any one who has the key. It is akin to the 
principle that a smile in German means to a 
Kamschatkan or a Terra del Fuegan all that 


antipodes. 

It is discovered by the newspaper corre- 
spondents in China that, while China has 
eighteen provinces, with as many different 
dialects, a Pekin scholar may write a letter 
to a farmer in the Yun-nan Province and be 
understood perfectly. This, too, in the face 
of the old idea that the Chinese alphabet 
may have more than 50,000 characters. 


Easy to Learn. 


Now it is discovered as a matter of fact that 
Chinese, being a symbolic tongue, has no 
alphabet; as long as no attempt to pronounce 
it is made, the written language is by no 
means difficult to learn. The phonetic or 
spoken language, however, is so variable, 
so cut up into dialectic phrases that few peo- 
ple, even among the most learned, mande- 
rins, ever acquire a mastery over 
Pekin scholar has about as much, ora 
chance of understanding a farm 
geet Province as a London 
0 


tually understood in script the 
farmer and the scholar comprehend each 
other fully. 

This is the situation that has led atudents 
of etymology to consider the adoption of the 
Chinese as a business and professio lan- 
guage. 

Everywhere these men went in China they 
were astounded by the fact that the people 
of the various provinces, although incapable 
of understanding one another verbally, were 
able to communicate with ease and accuracy 
in writing. As this condition is exactly op- 
posite to that governing in Europe, where 
no uniformly intelligible code exists, these 
men began to examine into the merits of the 
Chinese tongue. They seem convinced that 
it is the most practical language in the world, 
and better suited for universal] adoption than 
any other. They are not anxtous to have it 
replace existing languages, but they recom- 
mend it as an international vehicle of busi- 
ness correspondence. They suggest that in 
another generation typewriters will be in use 
which will transcribe commercial and pro- 
fessional thoughts to paper, using the hen- 
track signs of the modern laundry check. 


Time Makes No Changes. 


It is suggested in favor of this method of 
communication that the Chinese language is 
almost the one language of today which is 
neither changing nor subject to change; that 
it is written today almost exactly as it was 
2,000 years before the coming of Christ. 
Comparing the Chinese with the English lan- 
guage, it has changed since the time of 
Chaucer until the ordinary reader finds it a 
task to pick his way to the meaning of phrases 
and combinations that were perfectly in- 
telligible two centuries ago. Research shows 
that while modern languages, that are all 
phonetic, undergo perceptible changes every 
century, Chinese, which is the only truly 
symbolic language surviving, is also the only 
— incapable of being changed by 

Comparing the phonetic languages with the 
symbolic language of the Chinese, it is held 
that as written speech follows sound speech 
in a combination of certain elementary signs, 
written speech must changein forms. Chang- 
ing thus, business, and especially the profes- 
sions, must find it hard to keep pace with 
numerous languages, having in view the 
future, which in all probability is to draw 
nations into closer intercourse in every way. 

As illustrating the value of a sign language 
some one has cited the city directory any- 
where in Germany. A foreigner may read 
German indifferently, but when he opens 
the volume his eye will be attracted at once 
to little cuts representing telephone receiv- 
ers, on which are groups of figures. Instant- 
ly the foreigner understands that these per- 
sons have telephones of such a number. 
There is a saving in space and a directness 


Symbols Frequently Used. 

It is remarked that already the civilized 
world is familiar with many symbols. The 
index finger on sign -boards, the maritime 
flag signal code, the characters employed in 
mathematics, in natural philosophy, in as- 
tronomy, in geodesy, and in many other 
branches of science, are really Chinese forms 
of communicating ideas, so far ag they are 
strictly symbolic, fixed signs with a fixed, 
unmistakable, unchangeable meaning. 

To write that two and two make four is 
to represent phonetic language; to write 
2421 is to embody the principle of the 
symbolic language, which can be understood 
by almost any civilized nation. Mathematics 
is only a species of sign writing; and in this 
fact we find the secret reason why Chinese 
scholars are so fond of algebra and geometry, 
and why they make such pronounced success 
of their studies in this field. There can be 
no doubt that much of the progress made in 
the mathematical sciences of late years has 
been rendered feasibie by the adoption of 
carefully selected sympols; or, in other words, 
by the adoption of the same methods as 
China has been using for thousands of years. 

Complicated trains of reasoning and calcu- 
lation—such as, for instance, in chemistry— 
are presented to the mind by a few arbitrary 
signs and are comprehended at a giance. 
When we write c. o. d.“ on a package, or 
„ F. O. b.“ on a bill of lading; when we write 
„ instead of dollar,“ and a hundred oth- 
er characters, we are virtually acknowledg- 
ing the superiority of the Chinese method. 
And when the Londoners write “‘ Charing 
X instead of Charing Cross, the Norwe- 
gians ‘‘Xania” for Christiania, and Christ- 
mas by all Anglo-Saxon peoples is spelled 
“Xmas” for brevity it only demonstrates 
the world-wide want of a symbolic language. 

It is urged that there is nothing to prevent 
New York, London, Paris, and Berlin from 
introducing Chinese characters in cable dis- 
patches and in the law, medical, and mechan- 
ical courses of the colleges and universities. 
They are easy to learn, unchanging in mean- 
ing, and present the economic features of the 
s la e in double measure.

The time was, in the memory of a few old 


‘settlers, when it was unnecessary for hunt- 


ers to go farther than the Desplaines River 


in search of any kind of game indigenous to 


a temperate climate. 


As late as 1861 the bark of the prairie wolf

The last great hunt ver held in Cook 
County was on Jan. 12, 1860. It was par-

Large posters were also posted in 
conspicuous places along all the wagon roads 
leading into the city. 


For a long time farmers in the vicinity of 
Willow Springs had complained of destruc- 
tive raids made by wolves that had their 
lairs in the heavily timbered land that cov- 
ered thousands of acres in thesouthwestern - 


part of the county. 

The day before the hunt a large flagpole 
was placed on a knoll about a mile north and 
half a mile west of the SummW, close to the 
Du Page County line.

The hunt was scheduled to end at 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon, at which time delegations 
coming from all directions, were to close in 
the form of à circle.
